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ATTORNEY GENERAL’S FILING OF LIST OF REOUESTED ITEMS 

Pursuant to the Commission’s October 22,2004 Order, the Attorney General files 

the following list of items which it seeks the PSC’s assistance in obtaining from 

L,ouisville Gas & Electric Company, Kentucky Utilities and their related entities, under 

authority of KRS 278.230 in furtherance of the Attorney General’s investigation. If a 

document has previously been provided, it need not be produced again. It should be 

noted regarding requests for LG&E corporate credit card statements, the Attorney 

General issued a September 13,2004 Civil Investigative Demand upon American 

Express requiring the records to be produced by October 4,2004. LG&E moved the 

Franklin Court for a Protective Order which motion was denied in an order dated October 

12,2004. Despite this Order, American Express has failed to produce all of the records 

requested and has now taken the position that it will not produce records for LG&E 

Energy LLC absent a second CID. The Attorney General is attempting to obtain the 

records, however it seeks the PSC’s assistance in utilizing its authority under KRS 278 to
